98th  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL 

COMMITTEE,  1944. 


The  General  Committee  has  the  pleasure  to  present  the  98th 
Annual  Report  of  the  Hospital  and  Statement  of  Accounts  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1944. 

THE  YEAR’S  WORK. 

The  volume  of  work  as  judged  by  the  number  of  patients  has 
varied  greatly  during  the  year,  from  the  waiting  period  a  month 
before  “D”  day,  when  the  Ministry  of  Health  requested  that 
over  half  of  the  hospital’s  beds  should  be  kept  empty,  until  after 
the  invasion  when  service  casualties  were  admitted. 

The  new  shock-proof  X-Ray  equipment  was  received  and 
installed,  and  the  department  completely  modernised  at  a  total 
cost  of  £2,700,  which  had  already  been  provided  by  voluntary 
subscriptions  from  friends  and  supporters  of  the  Hospital. 

A  Rehabilitation  Department  was  established  in  June,  where 
patients  recovering  from  illness,  and  particularly  from  fractures, 
are  taught  to  exercise  themselves  to  facilitate  their  return  to  full 
health  and  strength.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  active  part 
taken  by  the  patients  in  their  treatment,  produces  more  positive 
results  that  when  they  remain  entirely  under  passive  treatment. 

As  the  result  of  continued  pressure  of  work  in  the  Massage 
and  Fracture  Departments,  these  were  enlarged  at  a  cost  of 
£742.  The  alterations  have  been  well  merited  by  a  quicker  and 
more  efficient  handling  of  patients.  A  donation  of  £400  from 
the  Trustees  of  the  Skelton  Bounty  was  received  through  the 
Merseyside  Hospitals  Council  towards  this  expense,  and  your 
Committee  acknowledges  this  help  with  thanks. 

COMMITTEE. 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  J.  Stanley  Webster,  J.P.,  from  the 
chairmanship  of  the  hospital,  which  he  had  held  for  the  past  15 
years,  was  received  wTith  the  greatest  regret.  Mr.  Webster  con¬ 
tinued  the  long  association  of  his  family  with  this  institution, 
and  it  was  due  to  his  tact  and  genial  nature  that  difficulties 
during  his  years  of  office  were  so  successfully  overcome.  We 
are  glad  that  he  is  still  serving  the  hospital  as  a  committee 
member.  The  Committee,  to  express  its  appreciation  of  Mr. 
Webster’s  services,  presented  to  him  a  silver  salver  upon  which 
was  engraved  the  signature  of  each  member  and  those  of  the 
Superintendent  and  Matron.  Mrs.  Webster  was  the  recipient 
of  a  silver  coffee  service. 
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It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  your  Committee  report  that 
Mr.  Charles  Barnes,  O.B.E.,  J.P.,  who  was  Chairman  of  the 
House  Committee  for  13  years,  accepted  the  unanimous  invita¬ 
tion  of  the  General  Committee  to  succeed  Mr.  Webster  as 
Chairman  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  has  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  two 
of  its  most  respected  members,  both  of  whom  will  be  greatly 
missed. 

Lt.-Col.  G.  Rollo,  C.M.G.,  D.S.O.,  who  was  associated  with 
the  Hospital  for  20  years,  and  had  been  such  a  good  friend  to  it, 
passed  away  after  a  prolonged  illness.  In  his  memory,  the 
directors  of  Messrs.  Grayson,  Rollo  &  Clover  Docks,  Ltd.,  will 
present  a  Mobile  X-Ray  Unit  for  use  in  the  hospital.  For  this 
your  Committee  are  most  grateful,  and  are  sure  that  it  is  a 
gesture  which  would  have  been  appreciated  by  the  late  Colonel 
Rollo. 

Mr.  C.  Richard  Taylor,  J.P.,  who  succeeded  Mr.  Charles 
Barnes  as  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee,  died  suddenly  at 
Christmas  time.  He  had  been  greatly  handicapped  by  wounds 
received  during  the  last  war,  but  in  spite  of  these  took  a  great 
interest  and  an  active  part  in  the  hospital’s  affairs,  and  had  the 
welfare  of  our  institution  very  much  at  heart.  He  had  been  a 
member  of  the  Committee  for  17  years. 

Mr.  William  Ross  was  unanimously  elected  as  Chairman  of 
the  House  Committee  in  succession  to  Mr.  Taylor,  and  accepted 
this  responsible  position. 

Mr.  T.  A.  Lawrenson,  O.B.E.,  of  Messrs.  Grayson,  Rollo  & 
Clover  Docks,  Ltd.,  was  elected  to  the  Committee  to  succeed 
Colonel  Rollo. 

MEDICAL  STAFF. 

Dr.  R.  M.  Evans,  M.R.C.P.,  was  appointed  temporary 
Honorary  Physician  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
Dr.  Donald  Owen,  on  active  service,  and  your  Committee 
welcomes  him  to  the  hospital  staff. 

CANCER  ACT,  1939. 

The  Cancer  Act,  .  1939,  has  now  been  implemented  by  the 
Corporations  of  Liverpool,  Bootle  and  Wallasey.  They  have 
entrusted  their  responsibilities  under  the  above  act  to  the  Liver¬ 
pool  Cancer  Control  Organisation  which,  during  the  year,  has 
developed  considerably  the  scheme  for  the  central  control  of  the 
treatment  of  cancer  in  this  area.  Your  hospital  is  one  of  the 
participating  institutions. 

The  object  of  the  scheme  is  to  ensure  more  efficient  treatment 
of  this  disease,  while  at  the  same  time  to  concentrate  and  provide 
facilities  for  research  into  its  cause  and  cure. 

The  cost  of  the  scheme  is  borne  by  the  Local  Authorities  and 
Ministry  of  Health. 
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AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

On  the  disbandment  of  the  Civil  Defence  Ambulance  Service, 
the  running  and  servicing  of  the  hospital’s  ambulances  was 
transferred  to  the  health  authorities  of  the  borough,  and  these 
new  arrangements  are  running  smoothly.  Whether  this  will  be 
a  permanent  arrangement  has  yet  to  be  determined. 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

The  British  Hospitals  Association,  on  behalf  of  all  Voluntary 
Hospitals  in  the  country,  has  continued  to  negotiate  with  the 
Minister  of  Health  concerning  the  part  that  Voluntary  Hospitals 
are  to>  play  in  the  Government’s  scheme  for  a  comprehensive 
health  service. 

The  Government  originally  proposed  in  the  White  Paper  that 
hospital  services  should  be  planned  and  administered  by  Joint 
Local  Authorities  upon  which  voluntary  hospitals  were  given  no 
representation  whatever,  while  only  a  part  of  the  cost  of  treating 
patients  under  the  National  Health  Scheme  would  be  reimbursed 
to  them.  Hospitals  would  still  have  to  look  substantially  to 
their  own  financial  resources  and  to  personal  benefactors.  At  the 
same  time,  by  its  “  one  stamp  for  all  services  ”  policy,  the 
Government  would  do  away  with  contributory  schemes  whose 
income  forms  such  a  substantial  part  of  the  finances  of  voluntary 
hospitals,  for  it  is  felt  that  the  public  will  not  pay  the  com¬ 
pulsory  insurance  contribution  and  at  the  same  time  voluntarily 
support  contributory  schemes.  So,  in  spite  of  its  expressed  good 
intentions,  the  Government,  by  its  proposals  to  carry  these  out, 
makes  a  course  of  partnership  between  the  voluntary  and  local 
authority  systems  impossible. 

Broadly  speaking,  therefore,  the  British  Hospitals  Association 
is  pressing  the  Minister  to  alter  these  two  main  principles,  so 
that  both  hospital  systems  can  co-operate  on  terms  of  equal 
partnership. 

FINANCE. 

The  accounts  show  that  the  year  ended  with  an  excess  of  total 
expenditure  over  total  income  of  £296,  after  transferring  £2,000 
to  reserve  for  deferred  repairs  and  replacements  postponed 
during  the  war. 

Ordinary  expenditure  increased  by  £4,000!  in  comparison  with 
previous  year.  This  is  mainly  due  to  salaries  and  wages,  follow¬ 
ing  adoption  of  the  Rushcliffe  Report  increasing  salaries  of  the 
Nursing  Staff;  to  establishment  repairs;  to  the  increased  cost  of 
fuel,  and  to  the  fact  that  three  years’  expenditure  on  inter¬ 
hospital  transport,  amounting  to  £800,  had  to  be  brought  into  the 
1944  accounts. 

It  is  satisfactory,  therefore,  that  income  has  increased  by 
almost  the  same  amount  as  expenditure.  It  is  especially  grati¬ 
fying  that  this  is  partly  on  account  of  a  substantial  increase  in 
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donations  and  annual  subscriptions,  and  this  in  spite  of  war¬ 
time  conditions.  The  Ministry  of  Health  payment  for  casualty 
beds  shows  an  increase  due  to  a  settlement  having  been  reached 
for  two  previous  years,  while  patients’  contributions  again  show 
a  satisfactory  rise.  On  the  other  hand,  contributions  from  con¬ 
tributory  schemes  have  decreased  by  £1,200.

Id.  for  the  renewal  of  linen 
in  the  wards,  and  thus  relieved  the  Committee  of  this  substantial 
expense.  To  raise  such  a  sum  means  much  hard  work  and 
enthusiasm,  and  appreciation  of  these  efforts  is  here  acknow¬ 
ledged. 
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ALEXANDRA  ROSE  DAY. 

Special  mention,  too,  should  be  made  of  the  very  successful 
results  of  the  Alexandra  Rose  Day  Committee  which,  despite 
war-time  difficulties,  has  continued  to  function  with  increasing 
success.  The  very  best  thanks  of  the  Hospital  is  extended  to 
the  Rose  Day  Committee  and  helpers  for  their  continued  support 
and  goodwill. 

THANKS. 

Your  Committee  expresses  its  special  thanks  and  high  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  services  of  the  Visiting  Medical  Staff  who  have, 
in  spite  of  increasing  personal  burdens,  maintained  a  high 
standard  of  service  under  difficult  conditions. 

They  are  grateful  to  the  Chairmen,  Treasurer,  and  Hon. 
Secretary  for  their  continued  services  to  the  hospital. 

They  thank  Mrs.  Charles  Barnes,  M.B.E.,  J.P.,  for  her  help 
and  many  kindnesses  shown  to  patients  in  hospital,  and  for  her 
contributions  of  fees  she  receives  for  services  rendered  to  the 
Assistance  Board. 

They  acknowledge  the  valuable  help  received  from  the  Press, 
and  especially  the  “  Bootle  Times,”  in  giving  publicity  to  the 
hospital’s  activities,  and  publishing  free  of  charge  monthly  lists 
of  subscriptions  and  donations  which  have  been  received. 

Once  again  your  Committee  is  most  happy  to  acknowledge  the 
loyal  service  given  by  all  sections  of  the  staff,  and  in  particular 
by  Mr.  A.  J.  Cooper  as  Superintendent,  and  Miss  A.  Watts 
as  Matron. 

DERBY  ROAD  PREMISES. 

An  endeavour  is  being  made  to  return  to  your  own  hospital 
premises  as  soon  as  possible,  and  with  this  in  view,  plans  and 
specifications  have  been  prepared  and  approved  by  your  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  entire  buildings.  After  being 
more  or  less  unoccupied  for  nearly  six  years,  these  will  require 
considerable  attention  before  they  are  fit  for  re-occupation.  The 
cost  will  be  in  the  neighbourhood  of  £6,000,  and  the  Ministry 
of  Health  has  already  been  approached  to  sanction  our  return, 
and  for  the  necessary  licences  to  put  this  work  in  hand. 

Negotiations  are  still  in  progress,  but  it  is  sincerely  hoped 
that,  by  the  time  the  next  Annual  Report  appears,  we  shall  be 
re-established  in  our  own  buildings.

Medical  Staff,  as  a  result  of  prior  National  claims,  increases  the 
work  of  the  Medical  Staff  generally. 

The  Board  welcome  the  appointment  of  Dr.  R.  M.  Evans  as 
Temporary  Honorary  Physician. 

The  following  new  apparatus  has  been  installed  during  the 
past  year,  and  is  proving  of  great  assistance  to  the  Medical 
Staff:  — 

(a)  The  new  X-Ray  Diagonostic  equipment  is  eminently  satis¬ 
factory  in  every  way. 

(b)  A  Refrigerator  and  Autoclave  for  the  Laboratory,  in  con¬ 
nection  with  use  of  Penicillin. 

(c)  An  Electric  Distillation  Apparatus  for  the  Dispensary 

provides  a  constant  supply  of  essential  distilled  water. 

(d)  The  Oxford  Ether  Vaporiser,  a ,  gift  from  the  Nuffield 
Department  of  Anaesthetics,  is  in  use  and  is  proving  very 
valuable.

The  result  of  the  Christmas  Appeal  was  very  satisfactory,  the 
sum  being  £91  Os.  Od. 

Owing  to  war  conditions  we  were  still  unable  to  give  our  Annual 
Christmas  Tree  and  Concert,  but  a  very  enjoyable  afternoon 
was  held  in  Linacre  Hospital.  The  Mayor  and  Mayoress  (Aider- 
man  and  Mrs.  Keenan)  attended  and  distributed  the  gilts  to  the 
patients.  We  thank  Matron  for  all  her  help  and  efficient  cater¬ 
ing  arrangements. 

Mrs.  Ross  resigned  her  post  as  Hon.  Treasurei,  but  still  re¬ 
mains  Deputy  Chairman  and  a  member  of  the  Committee,  and 
we  thank  her  for  all  the  help  she  gave  us. 

Mrs.  A.  N.  Moore  kindly  accepted  the  office  of  Hon. 
Treasurer. 

The  Linen  League  is  still  progressing,  but  we  would  welcome 
more  members.  The  sum  given  to  the  Hospital  for  Linen  is 
£328  8s.  Id.  and  £60  from  the  Ladies’  Committee. 

We  thank  Mr.  Hort  for  his  kindness  in  again  auditing  the 
accounts.

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ALMONER’S  REPORT. 


The  year  has  again  shown  an  increase  in  the  work  of  this  department, 
290  cases  having  been  recorded  compared  with  252  for  1943.  Neither  figure, 
of  course,  includes  those  straight-forward  matters,  such  as  crutches,  accommo¬ 
dation  for  relations,  transport  and  advice  which  could  be  dealt  with  in  one 
interview,  by  a  telephone  call  or  a  letter.  The  bulk  of  the  work  has  again 
been  arranging  for  convalescent  treatment  (87  cases),  and  the  supply  of 
surgical  appliances  (151  cases) ,  but  the  details  of  some  of  the  miscellaneous 
ones  may  be  of  interest  and  illustrate  other  aspects  of  our  work. 

Mrs.  B.  was  brought  into  Casualty  following  a  motor  accident.  She  had 
been  visiting  in  Bootle  with  her  little  girl  but  her  home  was  near  St.  Helens, 
and  she  was  very  worried  as  she  had  arranged  to  meet  her  other  schoolgirl 
daughter  in  St.  Helen’s  Library.  Mrs.  B.  had  a  head  injury  but  fortunately 
not  serious  enough  to  admit  her,  although  it  was  considered  inadvisable  to 
send  her  home  immediately.  It  was  found  that  she  no  near  neighbours 
and  her  husband  was  away  at  sea.  Investigations  showed  that  she 
had  a  sister  in  Liverpool  who  she  knew  would  take  her  and  the  children  for  a 
few  days.  The  Police  in  St.  Helens  were  first  asked  to.  look  for  the  daughter 
in  the  Library  and  to  put  her  on  a  train  for  Liverpool,  care  of  the  guard.  The 
Police  in  Huyton  were  asked  to  notify  Mrs.  B.’s  sister  and  to  arrange  for 
someone  to  meet  the  St.  Helens  train.  Finally  a  Y.G.P.  car  took  Mrs.  B.  to 
her  sister’s  house. 

Miss  B.  was  admitted  in  1940  and  had  her  leg  amputated  following  a  motor- 
accident.  She  received  damages  and  her  former  job  was  open  to  her,  but  when 
she  was  re-admitted  here  at  the  end  of  1943,  it  was  found  that  she  had  not 
returned  to  work,  was  loath  to  mix  with  other  girls  and  would  not  go  out  very 
much.  It  was  ascertained  by  the  Ward  Sister  that  she  would  like  to  be  a 
tailoress  and  the  Ministry  of  Labour  were  approached  with  a  view  to  training 
under  their  Rehabilitation  Scheme.  The  Ministry  was  most  co-operative  and 
finally  she  was  accepted  as  a  special  case  for  training  at  St.  Loyes,  Exeter, 
where  she  has  now  passed  her  first  test. 

Mr.  J.  was  brought  to  Casualty  after  an  accident  at  work.  Admission  was 
recommended  but  he  said  he  could  not  come  in  as  his  wife  was  expecting 
another  baby  and  would  be  going  into  hospital  at  any  time.  There  were  four 
other  children  and  he  was  uncertain  what  arrangements  could  be  made  for 
them.  The  family  were  evacuated  to  Formby  and  a  home  visit  was  paid. 
Eventually  the  grandmother  took  three  children  and  the  youngest  was 
admitted  to  Ormskirk  with  the  mother  by  arrangement  with  the  Relieving 
Officer. 

Mr.  L.  was  admitted  suffering  from  a  perforated  gastric  ulcer.  He  was 
entitled  to  Sickness  Benefit  and  his  wife  had  also  a  small  sum  from  an 
apprentice  son.  There  was  one  other  child.  As  it  did  not  seem  likely  to  be 
a  very  prolonged  illness  it  was  suggested  to  the  wife  that  an  application  be 
made  to  the  British  Legion  for  a  grant.  This  was  made  on  her  behalf 
and  a  grant  for  rent  and  food  for  eight  weeks  was  obtained. 

Mr.  K.  was  evacuated  to  this  Hospital  from  London.  He  had  only  one  set 
of  clothing  and  this  was  unwearable  when  he  was  ready  for  discharge.  The 
W.V.S.  fitted  him  out  with  the  necessary  clothing  and  his  fare  to  London, 
and  a  grant  for  minor  expenses  was  met  by  the  Emergency  Medical  Scheme. 

Mrs.  S.  was  admitted  to  this  Hospital  and  when  she  was  ready  for 
discharge  it  was  essential  that  someone  should  be  with  her  as  she  was  unable 
to  run  her  home  herself.  There  was  a  daughter  in  the  W.A.A.F.  but  no  one 
else  available.  The  husband  was,  of  course,  at  work  all  day.  The  S.S.A.F.A. 
were  approached  and  the  daughter  in  the  W.A.A.F.  was  granted  three  months’ 
compassionate  leave,  and  eventually  obtained  her  release.
